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MEMORANDA. 
JUNE QUARTER, 1928. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st March, 1928, was ;—Males, 1,232,135; females, 
1,183,376; total, 2,415,511. The increase since 31st March, 1927, 
was 13,627, and since the census in April, 1921, 313,548. 


Vital Statistics.—Mareh Quarter, 1928._-New South Wales.—The births 
registered in March quarter, 1928, numbered 13,838, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 23-05 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 
5,233, which is equivalent to 871 per 1,000 of population. The 
annual rate per 1,000 population of the 4,892 marriages registered 
was 8:15. Compared with the average of the March quarter of the 
preceding five years the death-rate was 1 per cent. higher. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered and allocated to the 
Metropolis in March quarter, 1928, numbered 5,374, equivalent to a 
rate of 19-52 per 1,000 of population per annum; of the total, 
2,716 were males and 2,658 females. 

The deaths in March quarter, 1928, numbered 2,368, namely, 
1,245 males and 1,123 females. The mortality rate was 8-60 per 
1,000 of population per annum. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under one year) was 53-8 per 1,000 
births. 


Trade of New South Wales.—IJmports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the June quarter, 1928, were valued at 
£14,386,666, and showed a decrease in value of £2,330,005 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise decreased by £2,647,189, and gold increased by 
£317,184. The total of all oversea imports for the year ended 30th 
June, 1928, was £65,113,182; a decrease of £3,826,899, in comparison 
with the previous financial year. 

Exports—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during 
the June quarter, 1928, amounted to £7,236,570, being a decrease 
in value of £3,996,914 as compared with the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion 
and specie), the export of merchandise decreased by £2,491,563 
and gold decreased by £1,505,351. For the year ended 30th June, 
1928, the total of all oversea exports was £51,882,929, being a 
danenere of £10,932,148 compared with the figures of the previous 
financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.— Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney during the year 
ended 30th June, 1928, were valued at £88,226,748. The following

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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary 
statements of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for 
the June quarter, 1928, was £14,354,688, being a decrease ~ of 
£1,263,433 as compared with June quarter, 1927. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th 
June, 1928, over the previous June quarter were :—Stamp Duties, 
£119,223; Liquor Licenses, £364,344 ; Railways, £96,842; Tramways, 
£195,183. The chief decreases were in Income Tax, £2,014,140; 
Balance of proceeds of Motor Taxation, Licenses, &c., under section 8, 
Finance (Taxation Management) Act, 1926, £313,192; Wharfage 
and Tonnage Rates, &c¢., Sydney, £26,621. 

The State expenditure during June quarter, 1928, was £11,844,420, 
an increase of £788,583 as compared with June quarter of previous 
year.

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for June quarter, 1928, in 
comparison with the March quarter, 1928, show a decrease in 
deposits, including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of 
£4,176,611, and the deposits were £5,976,737 more than in June 
quarter, 1927. 

Advances in June quarter, 1928, were £3,417,180 less than in 
March quarter, 1928, and £5,250,935 more thanin June quarter, 1927. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position 
with that of three months ago and twelve months ago.

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes, and cash 
with Commonwealth Bank to total liabilities of all Banks at 
30th June, 1928, was 15-6 per cent. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the six months ended 30th June, 1928, amounted to 7,822 oz. 
fine, valued at £33,226, as compared with 8,857 oz. fine, valued at 
£37,624, for the corresponding period of 1927. 
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Land Selections.—-In the guarter ended 30th June, 1928, there were 
121 applicants for 129,360 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts, Closer Settiement Acts, and Returned Soldiers Settle- 
ment Act, and 187,967 acres, representing 138 blocks, were set apart 
for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the year ended 30th June, 1928, the number of applicants 
for original holdings was 645, and the area applied for 539,088 acres. 
The lands set apart for original holdings being 501,956 acres, 
representing 716 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
June, 1928, the prices of meat were 53-4 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914, other food and groceries were 61-4 per cent. higher, and 
the prices for the two combined were 59-0 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed a decrease of about | per cent. 
compared with the previous month (May). Prices of meat were about 
2 per cent. lower than in May, and other food and groceries were 
nearly ? per cent. lower. Oatmea!, butter, bacon, ham, potatoes, and 
soap wete slightly cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (June) of 1927 meat 
was 14 per cent. dearer, other food and groceries were about 3} per 
cent. cheaper, and the two combined were about 1 per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the June quarter, 1928, the general level 
of wholesale prices, which was 2 per cent. higher than in the previous 
quarter, is 33 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in 
July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 56 
commodities remained unchanged during the June quarter, 20 
increased, and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks the number of permits granted for new buildings 
in the Suburbs of Sydney during the six months ended 30th June, 
1928, was 4,320, as compared with 4.476 during the six months ended 
30th June, 1927. The Suburbs in which the greatest activity was 
evident were Canterbury (with 767 new buildings), Randwick (with 
301), Rockdale (with 295), Waverley (with 234), and Kogarah (with 
219). 

Country Municipalities.—-During the six months ended 30th June, 
1928, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 2,826 
new buildings, of the value of £2,132,907, as compared with 3,315, 
of a value of £2,319,743, during the six months ended 30th June, 1927. 

Labour Conditions in June Quarter, 1928.—-The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocation have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 

Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of June there were about 10,000 persons out of work 
in the Metropolitan district and about 5,000 in the country districts. 
Many industries were affected by unemployment, including the build- 
ing, engineering, woodworking trades, the clothing and boot factories, 
and the waterside workers, and in the coal-mining districtsa large 
number of persons were unemployed owing to slackness in the coal trade. 
Employment was good for plumbers and boilermakers. There was a 
scarcity of women for domestic work. 

During the June quarter, 21,595 men and 1,355 women applied at 
the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 8,317 men and 1,705 
women were sought by employers through the agency of the Hx- 
changes; and 8,327 men and 1,466 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter 21,282 persons applied for employment, 9,832 


peo} 


persons were sought by employers, and 8,845 were placed in pesitions. 
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Dislocations.—During the June quarter 12,865 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 


loss amounted to 123,356 working days. In the previous quarter 
24,046 employees were involved, with the loss of 148,536 days. 


Meteorology.—4 pril.—The heavy widespread rains of the three previous 
months of the year were followed by further good rains during 
April. The total rain for April exceeded the normal over the 
greater part of the State, the area to receive the most marked 
shortage was the southern half of the Western division. 


The outstanding totals were on the North Coast, where they 
ranged up to nineteen inches at Murwillumbah. At Sydney the 
rain totalled 486 points; the highest shade temperature was 84:7 
degrees on the 11th, and lowest, 54:2 degrees, on the 28th April. 


May.—The rainfall in May was generally below normal. The 
highest temperature was 83 degrees at Grafton on the 5th, and the 
lowest, 14 degrees, at Kiandra on the 3lst. Frosts were experienced 
over fairly wide areas on a number of occasions, especially on the 
highlands. Snow fell on parts of the Southern Tablelands. 


Rough stormy weather was experienced over the Tasman Sea 
about the middle of the month. 


At Sydney the highest shade temperature was 73-8 degrees on 
the 4th, and lowest, 45-9 degrees, on 13th. 


June.—The total rain for June exceeded normal over all the 
coastal areas except the extreme North, the greater part of the 
tablelands, practically all of the north-west slopes and most of the 
north-west plains. With the exception of a few isolated places, all 
other districts received falls below normal. Many coastal parts 
registered totals of over ten and twelve inches, the greatest being 
over twenty inches at Kiama and seventeen at Robertson. The 
very heavy coastal rains between the 21st and 27th caused extensive 
floods, the south coastal and central coastal areas being most affected. 
The cyclone off the coast between the 13th and 14th June was one 
of the severest experienced. The collier “ White Bay” was 
wrecked on Stockton Beach near Newcastle, only one of the seven 
men on board surviving to reach the beach, and the steamer 
“Uralla ”’ was driven ashore, fortunately without loss of life. 


The month was an outstanding one for the prevalence and severity 
of cyclonic storms. Conditions generally were cool to cold. Heavy 
snow fell on parts of the highlands, and frosts were experienced 
over wide areas. At Sydney the highest shade temperature was 72:3 
degrees on the 12th, and lowest, 41-5 degrees, on the 10th June.

No. 55. New South Wales Wheat Harvest, 1927-28. 


The figures were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested, 
and depend upon statements furnished by each of 16,640 wheat-growers in the State. 

The area sowa for grain was 3,005,770 acres, including 568,600 acres which failed entirely. 

The area sown for hay was 364,800 acres, including 35,800 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 627,190 acres, making a total of 3,998,760 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 8,975,700 bags. equivalent to 26,927,100 bushels, or an averago 
of 9-0 bushels per acre. 

The production of hay was 338,050 tons, or an average of 0:93 tons per acre. 


In January from an estimate based on returns supplied by growers it was anticipated that the 
yield of grain would be 27,111,000 bushels. 


Of the total area for grain. including the area which failed entirely, 115,971 acres were sown 
on new land, 1,771,208 acres on fallowed land. and the balance, |, 119,586 acres on stubble, the res- 
pective productions of grain per acre being 4-1 bushels, 11-2 Poche: and 5:9 bushels. The crop was 
27 per cent. below the ayerage yield of the preceding ten years.
